We hope you are having a beautiful spring and that this 
issue of Tiger News finds you and yours safe and well. 


We are very pleased to invite you to join us the 
weekend of June 10-12, 2022, for our Grand Reunion V 
in South Pasadena. We have been working hard to plan 
for our fifth decennial all-class get-together, which was 
first held in 1982 and served as the inspiration for the 
formation of our Alumni Association. 


This year's Grand Reunion will feature a casual no-host 
Friday Night Get-Together at the Langham Hotel's Tap 
Room in Pasadena (formerly the Huntington Hotel) 
from 5:00 - 10:00 p.m.; a Saturday Festival at the SPHS 
campus from 10:00 a.m. to 4:00 p.m.; and a Sunday 
Alumni Picnic from 11:00 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. at the 
Garfield Park gazebos. In addition, many individual 
classes are planning class reunion gatherings on 
Saturday evening and/or Sunday in the Park. Details of 
the planned activities are included in this issue, and we 
hope you are making plans to join us for some or all of 
these events. 


We are also busy administering this year's SPHS 
Scholarship Program. We are very pleased to announce 
that gifts for our scholarships jumped tremendously 
this past year and we have added another four new 
scholarships that will be awarded to SPHS seniors for 
the first time in 2022. Last year we awarded a total of 
$37,900 to 24 students, and we expect that both of 
these numbers will increase this spring. Notably, one of 
our smallest awards, the Maggie Veir Art Scholarship, 
became our largest funded scholarship as a result of a 


$100,000 bequest we received last fall. Details about 
all of our scholarships, including the four new ones 
this year - the Andre Patzkowski '21 Plan B 
Scholarship, the Holly Whitworth '73 Nursing 
Scholarship, the Susan Kane Shaver Performing Arts 
Scholarship, and the Yong-Kyu and Robert J. Kim '89 
Biological Sciences Scholarship - are included in this 
issue. 


One of the challenges we faced this year was the 
distribution of the Fall 2021 Issue of Tiger Tales, our 
annual magazine that is published for all paid 
members of the Association. We are very proud of 
Tiger Tales, which contains news and photographs 
from class reunions, Alumni Association events, 
scholarship receipients, and various "tales" told by 
Tigers from all classes. However, many members who 
had paid their annual $15 membership fee did not 
receive their "Tales" last fall, apparently as the result of 
a postal problem. As a result, after surveying our paid 
members to confirm whether or not they had received 
their copies, we ordered and re-mailed another round 
of Tiger Tales to all those who notified us their copy 
had not arrived. In addition, we have extra copies for 
paid members who did not receive their copy by 
responding to our survey, which can be mailed out or 
picked up at the Grand Reunion. 


As always, we want to express our appreciation for 
your support of, and involvement with, the SPHS 
Alumni Association. It's hard to believe that 40 years 
ago this spring a small, hearty band of Tigers got 
together and formed the nucleus of our organization 
to plan the first Grand Reunion in South Pasadena. We 
hope you will help us honor that tradition in June and 
join us for Grand Reunion V the weekend of June 
10-12!

The Eugene Clark Memorial Scholarship 


Honoring Eugene Clark '64, this scholarship was established for seniors demonstrating 
interest in Physical Sciencs and participating enthusiastically in sports. 





The Michael Colliau Memorial Scholarship 


Established in 2018, this scholarship recognizes seniors based on athleticism and Tiger 
spirit as exemplified by Michael Colliau '74. | 





The Epstein-Goto International Studies/Foreign Languages Scholarship 


Established to honor two of SPHS' most beloved teachers, Margot 'Frau" Epstein and 
Richard Goto, this scholarship is awarded to seniors demonstrating an interest in 
International Studies or Foreign Languages. 


The James Fosselman PCC Scholarship 


This scholarship is awarded annually to graduating seniors planning to attend Pasadena 
City College, and honors James Fosselman ‘39. 





The Bobby Griffin Art Scholarship 


Established in memory of Robert "Bobby" Griffin ‘72, this scholarship recognizes a 
graduating senior with an interest in Art. 





The Keith "Gus" Gustafson Memorial Athletic Scholarship 


Honoring Keith "Gus" Gustafson '73, a beloved SPHS athlete who loved football, baseball, 
and basketball, this scholarship is awarded to a graduating senior who demonstrates a 
passion for athletics. 





The Harold Hartsough Scholarship 


Harold Hartsough, longtime counselor at SPHS, is recognized through this scholarship 
for seniors who have demonstrated compassion, unselfish mentoring, and help to 
fellow students. 


The Yong-Kyu and Robert J. Kim '89 Science Scholarship 


Established by Yong-Kyu and Robert J. Kim '89, this scholarship recognizes students with 
an interest in pursuing a degree in Biological Sciences. 


The Karen Kincel Memorial Writing Scholarship 


Honoring Karen Kincel, this scholarship is awarded to graduating seniors with an 
interest in creative writing. 


The Genevieve Murguia Memorial Scholarship 


This scholarship, honoring longtime SPHS teacher Genevieve Murguia, was established 
for graduating seniors wishing to pursue a higher education in English, Literature, or 
Latin. 


The Andre Patzkowski '21 Plan B Scholarship 


Established in memory of Andre Patzkowski '21, this scholarship recognizes graduating 
seniors who have faced challenges and are embracing their "Plan B" as they move 
forward from high school. 


The Mary Ida Phair Scholarship 


One of our most lasting scholarships, this award honors SPHS' Mary Ida Phair, and 
recognizes seniors pursuing the Literary Arts, Sciences, or Education. 


The Susan Kane Shaver Memorial Scholarship 


Established in 2021 by sister Georgia Shaver '73 and sons/SPHS students Perry Kane 
and Douglas Kane, this scholarship honors Susan Kane Shaver, her involvement with 
the South Pasadena community, and her love of the Performing Arts through an award 
to a graduating senior wishing to pursue a career in this field. 


The Beatriz Solis Memorial Scholarship 


This scholarship honors Beatriz Solis and recognizes graduating seniors who wish to 
focus on Women's Issues, Equality Rights, and/or Social Justice. 





The Maggie Veir Art Scholarship 


In honor of Maggie Veir '74, this scholarship is awarded to seniors pursuing study in the 
field of Visual Arts. 





The Holly Whitworth Nursing Scholarship 


Established by Holly Miller Whitworth '73, this new scholarship will be awarded to a 
graduating senior entering the field of Nursing. 





The Blake and Joseph Wu Scholarship 


Blake Wu '88 and Joseph Wu '89 established this scholarship for graduating seniors who are 
planning to attend UCLA. 





The Scholarship Process 


Every year, during the third week of February, the SPHSAA scholarship forms are made available at the 
high school administration office, and may be downloaded from the SPHSAA website, as well as 
distributed by faculty and staff. The requirements for each scholarship are specified on the application 
forms. Completed forms must be returned to the office before Spring Break. These are reviewed by the 
SPHSAA Scholarship Committee which is approved each year by the Board of Directors and whose 
members are active in the Alumni Association. 


After verification of eligibility in April, finalists are selected, interviews conducted virtually and/or in 
person, and recipients announced at SPHS. The scholarship funds are issued upon receipt of proof of 
registration for classes. Photographs of the students receiving these scholarships are printed in the Fall 
Tiger Tales, along with thank-you notes received before the August 31st publication deadline, as well as 
in the Spring Edition of Tiger News the following year. 


One of the most exciting developments to our scholarship program is the opportunity for alumni and 
their family and friends to create new SPHS scholarships. With our support, you can establish and fund a 
tax-deductible scholarship administered by the Alumni Association. Over the last few years, we have had 
many generous alumni and community members establish and contribute to new scholarships in 
support of graduating SPHS Tigers. Your donations help to keep these scholarships going!

SPHS CLASS OF '61 60TH REUNION 


The Class of 1961 held their 60th reunion in October 
2021, after Tiger Tales was sent to the printer. We're 
delighted to share highlights of their event and 
photos of '67 alumni!

A group of '61 grads, which Rob Feder calls the 
"Old Boys," meet once a month on Zoom. We have 
taken on a couple of projects for classmates, and 
back in March 2021 we were wondering whether 
we would be able to have a 60th reunion because 
of the pandemic. | mentioned that my daughter 
had organized her 10th reunion by advertising a 
restaurant her classmates could show up to, and 
suggested we meet at Garfield Park and bring our 
own picnic. 


| then went on a cross country trip to see our son 
in Virginia. When | returned, Rob had enlisted 
Dolores and Mary to help, had sent a cover letter 
out, booked Mijares Restaurant in Pasadena, and 
was searching intensively for 'lost' classmates. He 
established a budget and had negotiated and 
planned activities. Rob deserves most of the credit 
for making this happen, along with Felix (press 
and memorabilia), Dolores (finances), Al 
(classmate searches), and Mary (computer 
expertise). 


My name and number were on the contact sheets, 
but my contribution was minimal. It is true that | 
shamelessly accepted credit with an, "Aw, shucks." 
| was selected MC from a list of no candidates, but 
| did receive a glowing review from my wife. 


Reunions bring an abundance of memories 
touching the past, present, and future. This is an 
occasion where we reflect on our classmates with 
whom we shared so much of our beginnings at 
South Pasadena High School. | never imagined 
when the caps went up on June 15, 1961, that | 
would never see some of my '61 classmates again. 
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Some of us had been together since kindergarten. 


Our lives have taken us to the far corners of this 
still beautiful country. In this, our eighth decade, 
we shared stories of the people we were and the 
people we became, of classmates past and 
present, and of those resting in peace. Our search 
(okay, | called a few people) provided us with 
information about classmates who couldn't be 
here. Our original class included 269 students, and 
over the years Mary has even located friends who 
moved away prior to graduation (Candy, Margie, 
Jane, and Calvin). Sadly, 75 have passed away, 
some quite young. 


We shared some great memories of each other 
and a few about those not present to refute their 
veracity. There was general agreement that South 
Pasadena was a great town to grow up in, and the 
education we received from the South Pasadena 
Unified Schools was excellent. It was a simpler 
time, although we lived beneath the shadow of the 
threat of an atomic war. If we took some things for 
granted (and as some have observed, lived in a 
bubble), well - we were kids - and our parents, who 
lived through two World Wars and the Great 
Depression, wanted us to have things they never 
dreamed of.
